‘ Since your Excellency defires to know what 

Opinion I have of the Negociations of Peace pro- 

fed between Ruffia and the Porte, I have the 
onour to acquaint you, that I not only ne 
whether they will be brought to a happy Iflue, dur 
even whether there will be fuch a Thing as a Con- 
grefs at Nimirow. The more I confider the Pro- 
ceedings of the Porte, the farther am I from an 

Opinion, that they fincerely defire the Re-eftablith- 
ment of the Peace. I am moreover confirmed in 
this Opinion, by the many Delays of the Grand 
Vizier to fend away the Turkifh Plenipotentiaries 
to Nimirow. As it isalready above a Month fince 
your Excellency fent the neceffary Paffports for 
their Journey, I have expected every Day to hear 
of their being upon the Road, by a Letter from 
the Grand Vizier himfelf, which he promis’d to 
write to me as foon as they were fet out; yet to 
this Day I have-receiv’d no peo ofthem ; from 
whence I infer, that "tis to no Purpdfe to depend 
any longer on the holding of a Congrefs : And 

as Things ftand at prefent, I believe your Excel- 
lency may caufe a Stop to be put to the Prepara- 
tions that are making at Nimirow for-that Affem- 
bly, and disband the Troops you had ordered for 
the Security of the Congrefs, as well as the Guards 
that were to conduét the Plenipotentiaries to It. 
‘Tis a Matter of the greater Concern to me, to fee 
this Affair broke off, becaufe irc was I that firft 
propofed holding the Conferences for a Peace at 
Nimirow. The Courts of Petersburg and Vienna 
have, to be fure, no Opinion of the Succefs of 
thofe Conferences ; becaufe the Armies of both 
Courts have Orders to begin the Operations of the 
Campaign about the Middle of July : Therefore 
my Preience being no longer micelles in the Or- 
toman Army, I propofe in afew Days to wait on 
your Excellency at Nimirow, &c: 

The Letters of July 13 from Vienna fay, that the

The Lieutenant-General de Miglio, after having 
put Men into Razena, where he found feveral Pieces 
of Cannon, with Ammunition and Provifions, march'd 
on the 6th, with Prince Charles ot Lorrain, to put 
the reft of the Protince of Servia wader Contribu- 
tion; and ‘tis faid that his Detachment forced a 
Pais near Nizza, that was guarded by feveral Hun- 
dred Turks, of whom there was a great Number 
kill’d, or taken Prifoners, and the reft put to Flight. 

The Army under Command of the Prince of Saxe- 
Hildbourghaufen has pafied the Save, and entered 
Bofnia, where they have taken a Fort upon the Ri- 
ver Verbas, and made 40 or 50 Turks in it Prifoners 
of War. As the Prince marched onwards, he met 
Deputies from many Villages, to defire the Empe- 
ror’s Protection, which he granted them, and his 
Camp was thereupon furntfhed with all Serrs of Pro- 
vifions in Abundance, The faid Prince advanced 
afterwards to attack Bagnaluck, and by the Way 
took two other fmall Forts, and defeated 200 Turks 
near Gaiza, of whom he took So Prifoners, and put 
the reltro the Sword. And 3 Bodies that were in 
Imperial Croatia, pafs’d the River Uuna much about 
the fame Time, and enter’d the Turkith Croatia, 
which they have laid under Contribution to the very 
Frontier of Bofnia. 

The 24000 Men that were affembled in Tranfyl- 
vania, under Count Wallis, are entee’d into Walla- 
chia: And fome Thoufands of Men, under two 
other Generals, are entered upon the Frontiers of 
Moldavia. In paffing the Limits of both thefe Pro- 
vinces they met with neither Turks nor Tartars, but 
they found a Country quite ruin’d, Villages burnt, 
and Roads quite fpoil’d. 

There are Advices, that Count Seckendorff was 
but two Days March from Nifla, and only waited 
for his Artillery, to befiege that Place and Widdin 
too, which laft Place was already block'd up. 

Letters of the 5th ult. from Petersburg fay, rhat 
the Fire which broke out there laft, happening in 
the Night-time, feveral Perfons were burne in their 
Beds, and others whofe Houfes were next to the 
River, leap’d into the Water. The Houfe where 
lived the Dutch Refident Zwart, was entirely burnr, 
together with that Minifter’s Furniture, Papers, and 
other Effects ; befides which he has loft his Plate, 
and a very confiderable Sum in Money and Jewels. 
Four Incendiaries have been apprehended ar Peters- 
burg, with combuilible Mattcrs found upon them, 
and are committed to Prifon ; notwithftanding which 
a Letrer was taken up, threatening to fet Fire to the 
four Corners of the Citv, after the Emprefs is re- 
turn’d to Peterfhoff. Three Incendiaries of a Gang 
difcover’d at Mofcow, have been burnt alive. 

They add, that Count Munich’s Army was three 
Days in pafling the Bog, tho’ the River there is not 
above too Paces in Breadth ; but it is fo deep, and 
the Sides fo cragged, that 10,000 Men may cafily 
difpute the Paflage of 100,000.
